Fire Prevention Week 


This is Fire Prevention Week—Oct. 7-13—the oldest of 
“national weeks” in America, proclaimed first by President 

Harding in 1922. 

Although Sierra Madre got through the past year with 
24 fire alarms, of which only two caused considerable dam¬ 
age, it had several close calls and only prompt action by 
the volunteer fire department averted death and disaster. 

And on the national scene, fire last year caused an 
estimated direct loss of $885,218,000 as compared with gg— ; 

$870,984,000 in 1954. This is an increase of over $14 million. 

Collectively, the yearly fire losses represent a tre- — 

mendous economic loss to the nation. Broken down into AsjjjjgE; 
hundreds of thousands of statistics which make up the pA—~ 
total, they tell the story of thousands of homes damaged pi 
or destroyed, businesses closed temporarily or burned out ^ 
permanently, and untold other instances of individual 
misfortune. 

Added to the toll of 11,000 annual fire deaths, they AVERAGE 
complete a picture of tragic waste. Worse still, it is largely MIDDLE - 
needless waste, because human carelessness and lack of INCOME 
understanding are responsible for approximately 90 per PAMILV ■ 
cent of all fires. ' 1 

This year again, the opportunity is presented for 
reducing these losses due to fire. The idea for Fire Preven¬ 
tion Week was conceived in 1919 by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters and first set aside by presidential 
proclamation in 1922. Actually, the reason behind the 
observance of a “week” goes back to Oct. 9, 1871. On that 
day, Mrs. O’Leary's renowned cow kicked over a lantern 
and started the fire that razed much of Chicago. As a 
result of this conflagration, cleanup days were held in 
various parts of the country and the idea eventually grew 
to its present proportions.

An interest in the heavens 
and their glories, and a de¬ 
sire to learn more about 
them resulted in the re¬ 
nowned observatory on Mt. 
Wilson. 

It all began when E. F. 
Spence. Los Angeles banker, 
told his friend Professor Bo- 
vard of the University of 
California that he would 
like to provide a fund for 
the construction of a tele 
scope, and place it on some 
satisfactory peak hereabouts. 

He said he would give 
$50,000 for this purpose and 
an order amounting to S12,- 
000 was placed for the in¬ 
strument. Unfortunately, E. 
F. Spence died without .pro¬ 
viding the promised funds, 
and meetings were held in 
Pasadena for the purpose of 
raising them. They raised 
plenty of enthusiasm and 
little else. It was then that 
Harvard University came to 
the rescue. 

A 16 - INCH TELESCOPE 

landed safely on Mt. Wilson 
in April 1889. On this occa¬ 
sion a committee of Pasa¬ 
dena's leading men accom¬ 
panied Professor Pickering of 
Harvard and Alvan G. 
Clarke, manufacturer of the 
instrument, up to the site. 

C. S. Martin donated 40 
acres, including the peak, 
for the purpose, and on April 
7. 1892. it was christened Mt. 
Harvard. Professor Eliot of 
Harvard delivering a very 
Titling address. 

The glass duly erected 
was placed in the charge of 
a young astronomer, who 
found he enjoyed the en¬ 
trancing scenes in Los An¬ 
geles more than the starry 
heavens above Mt. Harvard. 
This resulted in many days 
of absence, and often his 
daily record would show an 
entry of “Cloudy, No Obser¬ 
vations.” 

THIS SETTLED Mt. Har¬ 
vard as an observatory, for 
so many “Cloudy Days” neg¬ 
atived its astronomical vir¬ 
tues, and the glass was re¬ 
moved. 

This is supposed to be 
fact. However, the records 
show Professor Pickering 
abandoned the site for 
three reasons—difficulty in 
obtaining title to the land, 
shortage of water, and the 
large number of rattle¬ 
snakes that infested the 
area.
